THE DELHI UNIVERSITY (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE, 

1970 

No. 4 OF 1970 

Promulgated by the President in the Twenty-first Year of the 

Republic of India. 

An Ordinance further to amend the Delhi University Act, 1922. 

Whereas a Bill further to amend the Delhi University Act, 1922, has 
been introduced in Parliament but has not yet been passed; 

And whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action to give effect to the provisions of the Bill; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance: — 


1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Delhi University (Amendment) Short title 
Ordinance, 1970. commence- 


(2) It shall come into force at once. 
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2. During the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Delhi Univer¬ 
sity Act, 1922 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), shall have 
effect subject to the amendments specified in section 3. 

3. In section 4 of the principal Act, in sub-section (2),— 

(i) in clause (cl), the word “or” shall be inserted at the end; 

(ii) after clause (d), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“(e) have been registered by the University, subject to sue 
conditions as may be laid down in the Statutes and Ordinances, as 
external candidates, being persons residing within the territorial 
limits to which the powers of the University extend.”.
